ol IS7t>, 1SSO, 1HS1, 1888 and even 1802 
wore battle grounds on which leaders 
were pilled against one another and 
the perosnul education v. as potent. In 
1871), 1880, 1881 nnd 18S8 two factions 
of nearly equal strengtli contended .or 
party control. 
The advocates of au- 


tocratic management, of the perpetua- 
tion of machine rule and the mainten- 
ance ol n standing army of political 
workers were pitted against Ihc advo- 
cates of more popular representation, 
the divorce of politics from the spoils 
system and the suppression of tlie 
political mercenary. The latter ele- 
ment slowly drove the former to the 
wall, but not until after many teslsof 
strength and many spectacular politi- 
cal encounters. 
In the old days Ihc 


Issue was often doubtful until 
the 


balloting was over, and campaign 
strategy was at a premium. In the 
new?r era of popular power nomina- 
tion s are usually decided long before 
the jonvcntlon mccls. The. old dcle- 
gati convention system gave much 
freer play to the arts of manipulation. 


I ndcr U leaders 
like Conkllng, 


Cameron and I^ogan 
were able to 


control New York, Pennnsylvania 
nnd Illinois, casting the large parl 
of each slate's vote against the actual 
wishes of a majority of the voters. 
There can be no <]ucsllon that with a 
primary 
system in use such 
as 


Pennsylvania 
now has Mr. Ulainc 


coulJ have carried this state in 187(1, 
1850 and 1881 against any 'other aspir- 
ant for the Republican Presidential 
nomination. 
Popular rule in New- 


York would also have broken Mr. 
Conkllng's power before 1880. But 
under the old system a minority In 
control of the party machinery could 
overrule Ihc majority, and groups of 
leaders in various states could roll up 
A formidable vote without much real 
support among theli constituents. 


The nomination of Major McKinley 


In 18UO showed what could be accom- 
plished by a popular canvass. 
Major 


McKinley was nominated not because 
the 
Republican poiltlcans wanted 


him, but because ho had demonstrat- 
ed this strength with the ran!, and file 
all over the country. Fortunately a 
new generation was then pushing to 
the front, untrained in the factional 
wars of Half Breeds nnd .Stalwarts 
and wholly uninterested in 
them. 


The votcis of the party had come to 
stand more and more on common 
ground and were more and more deter- 
mln«l to assert themselves. They 
have, asserted thcmsevles since 1896, 
arid the conventions of 1886, 1900, 1904 
•and 1908 only reglsfered the will of 
thu jiarty. Naturally these gatherings 
wer< "dull" compared with the fight- 
to-tlie-finish conventions oMho era of 
bass rule and factionalism. It is no 
discredit to the convention of 1995 that 
it was "dull." It was so only be- 
cause the voters of the party have 
thought and acted for themselves nnd 
have thereby definitely shaped iU 
course in advance. 
It may have 


lacked the spectacular eleme'nt of un- 
certainty and suspense, but its action 
reflected with precision and accuracy 
the desires of the great majority of the 
Republicans of the Union.

1763 Horace Waipole tells Loid Hert- 
ford that she presented herself there 
lu a gown and petticoat of red fiannei. 
Making all allowance for male Igno 
ranee ou such a subject and WaJpole's 
tendency to embroider a story, it is 
beyond doubt that she deliberately 
courted the peculiar in her costume. 
She was fond of wearing an apron nnd 
appeared in one nt court after this gar- 
ment had been forbidden at tbe royal 
drawing rooms. Her entrance being 
opposed by one of the lords in wait- 
Ing, 
she tore It off, threw it In his face 


and walked on. Beau Nash on a simi- 
lar occasion took tbe law into his own 
bands, for when she attempted to en- 
ter the ballroom at Bath wearing an 
apron be promptly stripped it off and 
threw it among the ladles' maids, ob- 
serving that none but Abigails ap- 
peared In white aprons. It was her 
fancy as she grew older to disregard 
the changes of fashion nud to adhere 
obstinately to the dress o.' her younger 
days. Her attire at times wns so weird 
that Lord Cornbury wrote, "She has 
been called 'sir1 upon the rond above 
twenty times."—Nineteenth Century. 


THE MARINER'S COMPASS. 


Influences That Draw It From Its Alle- 


giance to the Pole. 


Nothing in tlie cavigationnl equip- 


ment of a ship has been the subject of 
more anxious research or receives 
inore jealous care than the mariner's 
compass. 


The popular notion of the compass 


needle 
always pointing north and 


south Is—well, more Inaccurate than 
even popular notions usually are. Even 
under the most favorable conditions 
there are only certain places upon the 
surface of the earth where the compass 
needJe does point north and south, and 
it Is quite safe to say that such condi- 
tions! are never found on board of any 
ship. 


But we must go further and say that 


no more unfavorable position could be 
found for a compass than on board of 
a modern steamship, which Is a com- 
plicated mass of steel, all tending to 
draw the compass needle from its alle- 
giance to the magnetic pole of the 
earth, warring Influences which must 
needs be counteracted by all sorts of 
devices which hedge round the Instru- 
ment by an invisible wall of conflicting 
currents of magnetism. 


And as if this were not enough there 


are now huge dynamos to be reckoned 
with, producing electric currents for 
all sorts of purposes on board. In the 
midst of these mystic currents the poor 
little compass neeSle, upon which the 
mariner depends for his guide across 
the trackless deep, bangs suspended 
like one nhrlnkm^l-alnt surrounded by 
legions pf devils.—Windsor Magazine.

BIRDS' TONGUES. 


Why tha Parrot It Able to Imitate Hu- 


* 
man Speech. 


Oue of the government naturalists 


at Washington has recently gathered 
Borne fresh information concerning the 
tongues of birds. 


Many people suppose that woodpeck- 


ers use their Bhnrp pointed tongues as 
darts with which to transfix their 
prey. It is true that the woodpecker, 
like the humming bird, can dart out Its 
tongue with astonishing rapidity and 
that its mouth is furnished with an 
elaborate mechanism for this purpose, 
yet, according to tlie authority men- 
tioned, investigation shows that the 
object of this swift motion is only to 
catch the prey, not to pierce^it. For 
the purpose of holding the captured 
victim the woodpecker's tongue la fur- 
nished with a sticky secretion. 


Considering its powers of imitating 


speech, it is not surprising to learn 
that the parrot's tongue resembles that 
of mun more closely than any other 
bird's. H Is not because the parrot is 
more Intelligent than the other birds, 
but because its tongue is better suited 
for articulation than theirs, that It Is 
able to amuse us with its mimicry. 


The humming bird's tongue is iu 


some respects the most remarkable of 
all. 
It is double nearly from end to 


end, so that the little .bird is able to 
grasp its insect prey with Its tongue 
much as ifits mouth was furnished 
with a pair of angers—Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. 


THE ANT EATER. 


A Harmless Animal That Will Fight 


Hard When at Bay. 


A. peculiar looking animal is tlie 


ant eater, which is closely allied to 
the sloth family. Its head is draw* 
put into a long, tubular muzzle, at the 
end of which is a tiny moutL just We 
enough to permit the exii of its long, 
wormlike tongue, wnlcu is covered 
with a sticky saliva. 


This tongue is thrust among the 


hosts of ants with great rapidity, com- 
ing back laden with the tiny insects. 
To obtain i>* prey the ant eater breaks 
open the ant hills, when all tbe active 
Inhabitants swarm to the breach and 
are instantaneously swept away by the 
remorseless tongue. 


The jaws of the ant eater are entire- 


ly without teeth, and the eyes and 
ears are very small. 


Thejre are several species of aut eat- 


pr, the largest kind being about four 
feet long and having a tall covered 
with very long hair, forming a huge 
brush. The claw on the third toe o( 
pach fore limb Is of great size and Is 
used for breaking open ants' and other 
Insects', nests. 


Generally speaking, the ant eater Is 


a harmless animal, but at times when 
at bay It will flght with great cour- 
age, Bitting up on Its hind legs and 
hugging Its foe with Its powerful arms.
